Fran k Ch u rch d u rin g an d after a 1971 
trip to th e So v iet Un io n , acco rd in g to 
ev id en ce o btain ed by th e Sen ate in ­ 
telligen ce co mmittee. 


Ch u rch , ch airman o f th e Sen ate 
p an el, co n firmed in a telep h o n e in ­ 
terv iew Mo n d ay th at co p ies o f two 
letters h e h ad written to th e So v iet 
Un io n “th an kin g o u r h o sts fo r th eir 
co u rtesies'* h ad been fo u n d in CIA 
files. Ch u rch , an Id ah o Demo crat, 
au th o rized release o f th e two letters to 
Th e Asso ciated Press. 


Th e Sen ate p an el to d ay begin s th ree 
d ay s o f h earin gs in to CIA an d FBI 
mail-o p en in g p ro grams. CIA Directo r 
William E. Co lby h as criticized th e 
h earin gs as a “fifth reru n o f th e great 
mail-read in g sto ry .” 
A co mmittee so u rce said th at in 
ad d itio n to th e two letters fo u n d in CIA 
files, co mmittee in v estigato rs also h ad 
d isco v ered agen cy reco rd s o f fiv e 
o th er letters Ch u rch wro te to th e 
So v iet Un io n at abo u t th e same time. 
Ho wev er, th e so u rce it was n o t clear 
wh eth er th o se fiv e letters actu ally h ad 
been o p en ed by th e CIA o r wh eth er th e 
in fo rmatio n o n th e o u tsid e o f th e en ­ 
v elo p e merely h ad been co p ied in 
acco rd an ce with legal mail co v er 
p ro ced u res. 
I^ast mo n th , Ch u rch rev ealed th at 
th e CIA o p en ed a letter h e h ad written 
to h is mo th er-in -law d u rin g th e same 
trip to th e So v iet Un io n . Ch u rch said 
Mo n d ay th at th e co mmittee h ad 


learn ed abo u t th e letter fro m a CIA 
o fficial in v o lv ed in th e mail-o p en in g 
p ro gram bu t “ ev id en tly it was 
d estro y ed " by th e CIA sin ce in ­ 
v estigato rs are u n able to fin d a co p y o f 
it in agen cy files. Th is wo u ld brin g to 
eigh t th e n u mber o f Ch u rch letters 
h an d led by th e agen cy . 
Th e letters were written fo llo win g 
Ch u rch ’s retu rn fro m th e Dartmo u th 
Co n feren ce in Kiev d u rin g Ju ly . Oth er 
p articip an ts in th e ex ch an ge p ro gram 
with p ro min en t Ru ssian s in clu d ed Sen . 
Mark Hatfield , R-Ore., retired Lt. Gen . 
James Gav in , fo rmer ambassad o r to 
Fran ce; Ch arles Yo st, fo rmer U.S. 
rep resen tativ e at h te Un ited Natio n s; 
an d Patricia Harris, fo rmer am­ 
bassad o r to Lu x embo u rg, acco rd in g to 
a sp o kesman fo r th e Ch arles F. Ket­ 
terin g Fo u n d atio n , th e p rin cip al 
sp o n so r o f th e co n feren ce. 
Th ere was n o in d icatio n th at th e CIA 
also h ad o p en ed th eir letters. 
In a sp eech to a Nav y Leagu e d in n er 
Mo n d ay n igh t in New Yo rk, Co lby 
v o iced h is sh arp est criticism y et o f th e 
co n gressio n al in v estigatio n s o f th e CIA 
an d su ggested th at th ey were stagin g 
“su ccessiv e, sen satio n al reru n s fo r th e 
amu semen t, o r ev en amazemen t, o f 
o u r p eo p le.” 
He referred sp ecifically to to d ay ’s 
Sen ate h earin gs, callin g th em “o u r 
fifth reru n o f th e great mail-read in g 
sto ry .” Co lby said h e h ad 
first 
rev ealed th e ex isten ce o f th e CIA’s 
mail-o p en in g p ro gram an d th at it h ad 
been in v estigated by th e Ro ckefeller 
Co mmissio n an d two Ho u se co m­ 
mittees.

Fiv e men were arrested in th e 
Watergate bu rglary , wh ich p ro v ed to 
h av e been p lan n ed by o fficials o f th e 
Co mmittee to Re-Elect th e Presid en t. 
In ad d itio n to attemp tin g to p h o to ­ 
grap h p o litical reco rd s, th eir missio n 
was to remo v e listen in g d ev ices 
p rev io u sly imp lan ted in telep h o n es. 
By co n trast to th e n igh ttime 
Watergate bu rglary , Visser th eo rized 
th at th e attemp t to o p en th e file 
cabin et at th e Fo rd co mmittee o ffices 
in a d o wn to wn Wash in gto n o ffice 
bu ild in g co u ld h av e o ccu rred d u rin g 
th e d ay time wh en staff members an d 
so me wo rkmen were in th e o ffices.

Sev eral wo rkmen also were in th e o f­ 
fices, wh ich are u n d ergo in g a majo r 
rev amp in g th at in clu d es th e mo v in g o f 
walls an d relo catio n o f electrical an d 
telep h o n e o u tlets.

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Confirm CIA 
Opened And Read 
Senator's Mail 
State Cash Outlook Grim 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The CIA 
opened and read at least three and 
perhaps eight letters written by Sen. 
Frank Church during and after a 1971 
trip to the Soviet Union, according to 
evidence obtained by the Senate in­ 
telligence committee. 


Church, chairman of the Senate 
panel, confirmed in a telephone in­ 
terview Monday that copies of two 
letters he had written to the Soviet 
Union “thanking our hosts for their 
courtesies” had been found in CIA 
files. Church, an Idaho Democrat, 
authorized release of the two letters to 
The Associated Press. 


The Senate panel today begins three 
days of hearings into CIA and FBI 
mail-opening programs. CIA Director 
William E. Colby has criticized the 
hearings as a “fifth rerun of the great 
mail-reading story.” 
A committee source said that in 
addition to the two letters found in CIA 
files, committee investigators also had 
discovered agency records of five 
other letters Church wrote to the 
Soviet Union at about the same time. 
However, the source it was not clear 
whether those five letters actually had 
been opened by the CIA or whether the 
information on the outside of the en­ 
velope merely had been copied in 
accordance with legal mail cover 
procedures. 
I^ast month, Church revealed that 
the CIA opened a letter he had written 
to his mother-in-law during the same 
trip to the Soviet Union. Church said 
Monday that the committee had 


learned about the letter from a CIA 
official involved in the mail-opening 
program but “ evidently it was 
destroyed” by the CIA since in­ 
vestigators are unable to find a copy of 
it in agency files. This would bring to 
eight the number of Church letters 
handled by the agency. 
The letters were written following 
Church's return from the Dartmouth 
Conference in Kiev during July. Other 
participants in the exchange program 
with prominent Russians included Sen. 
Mark Hatfield, R-Ore., retired Lt. Gen. 
James Gavin, former ambassador to 
France; Charles Yost, former U.S. 
representative at hte United Nations; 
and Patricia Harris, former am­ 
bassador to Luxembourg, according to 
a spokesman for the Charles F. Ket­ 
tering Foundation, the principal 
sponsor of the conference. 
There was no indication that the CIA 
also had opened their letters. 
In a speech to a Navy League dinner 
Monday night in New York, Colby 
voiced his sharpest criticism yet of the 
congressional investigations of the CIA 
and suggested that they were staging 
“successive, sensational reruns for the 
amusement, or even amazement, of 
our people.” 
He referred specifically to today’s 
Senate hearings, calling them “our 
fifth rerun of the great mail-reading 
story.” Colby said he had first 
revealed the existence of the CIA’s 
mail-opening program and that it had 
been investigated by the Rockefeller 
Commission and two House com­ 
mittees. 
Ford Campaign 
Office Burgled 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Discovery of 
an attempted burglary at the offices of 
President Ford’s campaign committee 
stirred memories of Watergate, but 
officials quickly discounted any 
comparisons. 
Lester R. Benjamin, accountant for 
the President Ford Committee, 
reported finding two jimmy-bar marks 
on a file cabinet when he unlocked it 
Monday morning. But whoever tried to 
pry the cabinet open was unsuccessful 
and nothing was taken, he said. 
The heavy-duty cabinet contained 
checks, cash and financial records but 
no political documents, according to 
Benjamin and Robert Visser, general 
counsel for the committee. 
“We can’t presume the burglar had 
any political motivations,” Visser 
Sen. Bayh 
Enters Race 
With Demos 


INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — Sen. Birch 
Bayh of Indiana returned to the scene 
of his political beginnings today to 
announce his candidacy for the 1976 
Democratic presidential nomination. 
Bayh’s declaration came after he 
received a rousing reception from his 
home town of Shirkieville, a small 
western Indiana farming community 
near Terre Haute. 
Residents, who had decked out the 
town with banners proclaiming their 
support for Bayh, gathered at a tent on 
the Bayh family farm to hear the 
senator tell them of his intentions. The 
crowd was estimated at about 600. 
The third-term Indiana senator, still 
fighting off laryngitis, saved the 
formal announcement for a speech in 
the Indiana House of Representatives 
where he started his political climb 22 
years ago. 
“I am running for the presidency to 
provide the kind of leadership that will 
not be content to tell the country what 
we can’t do, but instead will tell the 
country what we can do, and show the 
way to get it done,” Bayh said in his 
prepared announcement. 
“Moral leadership demands not the 
fear that too many jobs will cause 
inflation, but the conviction that too 
few jobs will cause human suffering,” 
he said. 
Bayh listed the basis of the platform 
that he hopes will lift him over eight 
other already-announced candidates. 
He called for closing tax loopholes, 
breaking up oil company monopolies, 
vigorously enforcing antitrust laws 
and reforming the Federal Reserve 
system.

Five men were arrested in the 
Watergate burglary, which proved to 
have been planned by officials of the 
Committee to Re-Elect the President. 
In addition to attempting to photo­ 
graph political records, their mission 
was to remove listening devices 
previously implanted in telephones. 
By contrast to the nighttime 
Watergate burglary, Visser theorized 
that the attempt to open the file 
cabinet at the Ford committee offices 
in a downtown Washington office 
building could have occurred during 
the daytime when staff members and 
some workmen were in the offices. 
He said the committee is on a seven- 
day week and six to 15 staff members 
worked both days of the weekend. 
Several workmen also were in the of­ 
fices, which are undergoing a major 
revamping that includes the moving of 
walls and relocation of electrical and 
telephone outlets. 
There was no sign of forced entry on 
the office doors or any other cabinets, 
including those which contain political 
records, Visser said.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — State 
officials have agreed on stopgap 
measures to keep Ohio’s bills paid until 
next July I, but are fearful over what 
could happen the following year, they 
said Monday.

pessimistic about the second year of 
the 1975-1977 beinnium, and doesn’t 
agree with those who say Ohio’s 
economy is on the upturn. 
“We’ve been in a recession and I see 
no real signs that we’re coming out of 
it,” Collier told a news conference. His 
remarks apparently were based in 
part on fears about this winter’s ex­ 
pected natural gas shortage and its 
potential effect on employment. 
To meet the already existing “cash 
flow” problem, the director proposed 
transfer of $109 million from com­ 
mitted funds not yet needed to get the 
state through the expected lean reve­ 
nue months of December and January. 
The

would 
be 
“ borrowed” 
from 
the 
Vietnam 
Compensation Fund and the state’s 
federal revenue sharing trust fund 
without jeopardizing their long range 
committments, Collier said. 
They 
would be repaid within 60 days under 
the plan which promptly picked up the 
endorsement of Democratic officials. 
Generally, they called it a reasonable 
solution to the state’s current cash flow 
problem.

described by Collier as the “two big 
red months” when obligations will 
substantially exceed income. The 
transferred funds would be repaid in 
February when the state collects the 
corporate franchise tax for the 1975 tax 
year.

Ohio Senate Eyes Fuel Clause 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The Ohio 
Senate was expected to approve today 
a consumer-oriented bill requiring 
state regulation of fuel adjustments 
through which electric companies 
have automatically passed on in­ 
creased costs to customers. 
State senators returned for a special 
one-day clean-up session. 
Majority Democrats planned at­ 
tempts to override Gov. James A. 
Rhodes’ vetoes of a public employes 
right-to-strike bill and a measure 
requiring 
installation of smoke 
detectors in high rise apartment 
buildings and condominiums. 
Rep. Ronald H. James, D-92 Proc­ 
torville, sponsor of the fuel bill, said 
the amended plan recommended by 
the Senate Energy and Environment 
Committee Monday was an im­ 
provement over the House version. 
“It’s much better for the consumer,” 
he said. 
James pointed specifically to a 
deleted section that would have forced 
the Public Utilities Commission of 
Ohio to hold rate hearings whenever an 
electric utility passed through 15 per 
cent or more in cost increases over a 
six-month period. “Those would be 
rubber stamp hearings,” he said. 
The streamlined plan says the 
utilities must note on service bills 
when adjustments reach 15 per cent 
arid notify customers of the next rate 
hearing. Hearings on the validity of 
existing fuel adjustment clauses would 
be held every six months on a 
staggered basis for all Ohio’s eight 
investor-owned electric utilities. 
S e n . R o b e r t E. O’Shaughnessy, 
D-15 Columbus, 
chairman of the 
energy com m ittee, said the bill 
probably would not result in lower 
rates, but would assure consumers 
that fuel costs were being “closely 
monitored”by the PUCO the state 
regulatory body. 
Companies that could not justify 
their fuel rates at the biannual 
hearings would be ordered to provide 
refunds to customers or could have 
their adjustm ent rate disallowed, 
depending on the specific case, 
O’Shaughnessy said. 
The PUCO has reported that $524 
million was added to customers’ bills 
last year by gas and electric com­ 
panies virtually without regulation as 
a result of fuel adjustment clauses. 
The bill does not apply to gas com­ 
panies which are all regulated by the 
Federal Power Commission. 
Here are the key provisions of the 


legislation as it went to the Senate 
floor: 


—Limits costs that may be passed 
through to customers to delivery and 
purchase of fuel for electric power. 
—Requires electric companies to 
submit to PUCO at least two annual 
reports and two monthly reports on 
fuel costs and purchasing procedures. 


—Requires PUCO to conduct an 
annual audit of fuel purchases by 
electric utilities. 
—Mandates that monthly electric 
bills must list separately the cost of 
delivery and acquisition of fuel and 
any adjustment in rates from the 
previous month. 
Democrats have enough votes in the 
Senate to override both of the gover­ 


nor’s vetoes, but the strike bill would 
still have to go to the Ohio House.

Sales Lifted 


WASHINGTON (AP) — American 
farmers are now free to sell grain to 
the Soviet Union following the an­ 
nouncement of long-term U.S.-Russian 
pacts covering the sale of U.S. grain 
and the purchase of Soviet oil. 
As the embargo was being lifted 
Monday, Agriculture Secretary Earl 
L. Butz said as much as seven million 
more metric tons of U.S. grain might 
be sold to the Soviets this year. 
The two-month-old embargo was 
imposed by President Ford last 
summer after the Soviets purchased 
9.8 million metric tons of grain from 
American exporters. The embargo 
stemmed from concern over the im­ 
pact on U.S. prices that exports could 
have and some nervousness that 
predictions of bumper U.S. crops this 
year might not prove true. 
The long-term agreement was hailed 
in some quarters as the economic 
equivalent of 
detente 
but 
was 
criticized by farm organizations as an 
unprecedented 
government 
in­ 
tervention in agricultural markets. 
Ford said the pact would provide 
stability in U.S.-Soviet trade and help 
American workers and consumers. 
AFL-CIO President George Meany, 
who last August ordered U.S. long­ 
shoremen to boycott Russian-bound 
grain, said it was “good news for 
American consumers and farmers.” 
The future grain exports were ex­ 


pected to have some impact on con­ 
sumer food prices, though forecasts 
varied about the magnitude of such 
price increases. 
The agreement: 
—I^ets Russia buy between 6 million 
and 8 million metric tons of com and 
wheat annually, beginning a year from 
now. There are 2,205 pounds in a 
metric ton. Officials said the deal will 
be worth $1 billion a year to the U.S. 
trade balance. Soybeans and rice were 
not included in the agreement. 
—Gives the United States an escape 
clause in case of domestic crop failure 
if the U.S. supply of livestock feed 
grain dips below 225 million tons. This 
year’s supply is estimated at 263.1 
million tons. 
—Commits the Russians to try to 
space their grain purchases and 
shipments as evenly as possible over 
each year.

Red Cross Revamps 
Blood P ro g ra m Criteria 


Central Ohio Red Cross Blood 
Program, at its fall regional meeting, 
voted by-law changes which eliminate 
the practice of earning “eligibility” to 
receive 
blood by giving 
blood 
(sometimes referred to as coverage) 
and eliminates county “quotas” in 
favor of “goals” based on donor 
potential. 
These actions parallel a vote taken 
recently by the Blood Program 
Medical Advisory Committee which 
eliminated for a six month trial period 
the mandatory pre-deposit of blood by 
elective surgery patients in Franklin 
County. 
This means the task of replacing 
amounts of blood used by the patient is 
moved from family members to the 
community as a whole. 
It also broadens the “coverage of 
blood needs” from persons directly 
connected to a blood donor to the total 
population of the Central Ohio com­ 
munity. 
“We can make this progressive 
change because of the present positive 
response of donors to our more intense 
professional 
recruitment 
and 
education efforts,” explains Mrs. 
Naomi 
Towers, 
administrative 
director of the Red Cross Blood 
Program. 
The need for blood is not changed. 
Each week hospitals request an 
average of 2,000 units to meet patients' 
needs. Volunteer donors provide this 
total supply through the Red Cross 
program. 
The by-law changes which remove 
eligibility factors also brings the 
Central Ohio Blood Program into 
harmony with the goals of the National 


American Red Cross Blood Program 
and the newly formed American Blood 
Commission (ABC) of which the Red 
Cross is a prime member. 
Following along with this emphasis 
on “total supply, total service, com­ 
munity responsibility,” new Group 
Participation Agreements have been 
designed. Group goals will be deter­ 
mined by donor potential. Hospitals 
will no longer need to make time­ 
consuming reports to the Red Cross on 
patient eligibility. However, families 
of patients will be urged to share in this 
community responsibility by giving 
blood and encouraging their friends to 
be donors as a means of keeping the 
blood supply adequate for all patients. 
There will not be mandatory giving 
before or after elective surgery. 
One aspect of coverage does not 
change; donors will still achieve 
“coverage” for relatives who live 
beyond the geographical limits of the 
central Ohio region because of Red 
Cross agreements with other blood 
banking systems. A letter from the 
Red Cross to the out-of-town region 
hospital will be needed to verify 
donor’s records. This reciprocity will 
continue until the nation reaches total 
coverage for all persons under the 
goals of the ABC. 
Mrs. Royce Woolever, chairman of 
District E of the Columbus Region and 
Mrs. Roliff Wolford, executive director 
of the Pickaway County Chapter at­ 
tended the Fall Regional meeting 
which was held Wednesday at the 
Columbus Area Red Cross Chapter.

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LOS ANGELES (AP) - Bob Hope 
celebrates his 25-year romance with 
the television tube Thursday night with 
a two-hour special featuring himself 
and 97 other stars from his past shows. 
Never underconfident, the comedian 
is certain he has a hit. 
“ Why? Because of Dolores,” he 
explained. “ She has always been my 
worst critic. Many times after a show 
she'll tell me, ‘That didn’t make it.’ I’U 
say, ‘What are you talking about? The 
audience loved it.* That doesn’t matter 
to her; she’s still a critic from a ‘class’ 
standpoint. 
“ I took her to see a two-hour-and-40- 
minute compilation of the television 
shows. You know what she said? “ It’s 
a shame to cut a foot of it.’’ 
Painfully, Hope and producer Paul 
Keyes cut the collection of clips to 90 
minutes, the rest of the show being 
occupied by commercials and by 
tomfoolery with Hope pals Bing 
Crosby, John Wayne and Frank 
Sinatra. The four stars taped the inter­ 
ludes last week at NBC. 
“ Bob Hope’s Quarter-century of 


Comedy’’ will offer a time capsule of 
show business history as well as a view 
of the extents to which Hope would go 
to induce laughter. Such as fighting 
with heavyweight champion Rocky 
Marciano, Bing playing the referee, 
the sketch ending up in a waltz that 
included Jack Dempsey and Gene 
Tunney (the situation bears some 
logic, since Hope once boxed as Packy 
East). 
“ I’ve got Maurice Chevalier making 
his first appearance on television,” the 
72-year-old comedian recounted. “ And 
Jimmy Durante singing ‘September 
Song,’ a sequence that makes people 
cry. I talked Jimmy into doing the 
song, remembering when Walter 
Huston used to do it.” 
Preparing the show was no simple 
scissors-and-paste job. Hope and staff 
spent two weeks reading through the 
800 sketches he has performed on 
television. After they made the 
selections, the matter of clearances 
had to be faced. 
“ I had to pay every writer, and all 
the performers receive a minimum 


salary,” he said. “ Permission had to 
be gotten from each star.

The only permission I’m 
waiting for is Barbra Streisand, who 
wanted to see a copy of the tape. She 
was on my show before she did ‘Funny 
Girl.’”

Eisenhower, Kennedy, Johnson, Nixon 
and Ford. “ That’s the greatest source 
of comedy: picking on the biggies,” he 
observes. 
Hope admitted he is doing more now 
than at any time in his career. He had 
been in New York the previous day, 
appeared at a luncheon, taped a full- 
hour “ Tomorrow” show and per­ 
formed at the Radio City Music Hall.

Arthur F. Hausamann of the 
department’s Foreign Agricultural 
Service said those are of European 
origin and come largely from coun­ 
tries where foot-and-mouth disease 
(FMD) is a problem. Most of today’s 
U.S. beef cattle came from British 
breeds — Hereford, Angus and 
Shorthorn — plus some Brahman types 
derived from Hindu Zebu cattle. 


So far, Hausamann said, tests on the 
potential value of exotic cattle for 
improving U.S. beef “ have been in­ 
conclusive" and probably will remain 
so until “ full tests under all con­ 
ditions” are completed. 
“ If the favorable characteristics 
outweigh the unfavorable, there may 
one day be a different type of animal 
on the range and a different cut of 
meat on the table,” he said. 
Meanwhile, Hausamann said in a 


weekly issue of “ Foreign Agriculture” 
published by the department’s Foreign 
Agricultural Service, imports of exotic 
cattle will remain small until a new 
federal animal quarantine center, still 
being planned, is in operation on

NEW YORK — There are 12 million 
widows in America Many are alone 
and lonely.

Speaking Of Your Health

After a flight from Europe it takes 
me almost IO days before my sleep and 
eating habits are adjusted. During 
this time I can barely function in mu 
job. Is there any way that this can be 
prevented? 
Mr. H. C., N. Y., N. Y. 


Dear Mr. C.: 
One of the remarkable structures in 
the human body is the time-clock 
mechanism that is built into its organs. 
Daily rhythms, known as “cir­ 
cadian” rhythms, affect the body’s 
temperature, the heart rate, the 
respiration, sleep and pattersn of 
eating. 
Rapid transportation by jet plane, 
known as “jet lag” affects some people 
more than others. Few people are 
totally unaffected by this “shock” to 
our body stability. 
The United States government is 
aware that the effectiveness of its 
offical can be hurt by ‘jet lag.’ They 
recommend that travelers base their 
sleeping schedule on their time of 
departure rather than on the time of 
arrival. 


For example, a person leaving Paris 
at 6 p.m. arrives about eight house 
later in New York City., He is 
exhausted and weary because it is 2 
a.m. by his departure time. 
Yet, on arrival, because of the five— 
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hour time difference, it is only 9 p.m. 
by New York time. Herein lies the key 
to adjustment. He should not go to 
sleep based on New York time, but 
rather on Paris time. 
The reverse, of course, occurs in 
flying from New York to Paris. 
There are now a number of drugs 
being tried in an effort to readjust this 
jet lag. One drug, a stimulant, is used 
to cause a forward time shift. Another, 
a depressant, is being tried to cause a 
time back-shift. 
It is hoped that safe drugs may soon 
be the answer to the many people who, 
like yourself, are severly affected by 
jet travel. 
The recent report that plastics 
around meat products can 
be 
dangerous is disturbing to me and my 
friends. What is the latest report on 
this? 
Mrs. M.H., Ind. 
Dear Mrs. H.: 
Preliminary studies about the heavy 
plastic, polyvinyl, used to package 
certain toods, medicines, cooking oils 
and fruit juices seem to indicate that 
some possible danger exists in large 
concentrations. 
It is for this reason that the Federal 
Drug Administration and other health- 
governing agencies are evaluating this 
and other plastics to insure complete 
safety to the consumer.

Moslem neighborhhoods under fire 
urging residents of high-rise apart­ 
ment buildings to take shelter in their 
basements. 
Associated Press correspondent 
Farouk Nassar, trapped in one combat 
zone, reported that the local muezzin 
interrupted his morning call to prayers 
to tell Moslems who did not have 
basements to come to his mosque. 
“ We couldn’t sleep all night,” 
Nassar reported. “This place is under 
constant 
mortar 
bombardment. 
Ambulance sirens are wailing all the 
time.” 
Callers from Christian neigh­ 
borhoods reported they were under 
attack by Moslems firing heavy 
mortars, rocket grenades and .50- 
caliber machine guns.

signaled 
the 
destruction of more shops and com­ 
mercial establishments in business 
districts that have suffered $3.4 billion 
worth of damage since communal 
fighting began in April. 
Security officials said at least five 
persons were killed and 25 were 
wounded during the night.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - Of the 
four economic proposals Gov. James 
A. Rhodes has on Ohio’s Nov. 4 ballot, 
Issue No. 2 giving major tax breaks to 
industry, is the one he feels would do 
more to fight Ohio’s welfare problem. 
The Republican governor, while 
saying all of his proposed amendments 
are vital as a package, indicates he 
regards this issue as the biggest in 
terms of providing jobs for Ohioans. 
He said that by making Ohio’s in­ 
dustrial tax climate more attractive, 
new plants will come into the state and 
those already here w ill expand, 
providing 500,000 new jobs in the next 
five years. 
A principal opponent, the million- 
member Ohio AFL-CIO, claims the 
issue would encourage plants to switch 
to automation, eliminating jobs, and at 
the same time necessitate new taxes to 
make up for revenues lost to local 
taxing units, mostly school districts. 
Under Issue 2, the governor proposes 
to forgive tangible personal property, 
as well as corporate franchise taxes, 
for industries locating in inner cities of 
critical need for a period of 30 years. 
The same tax exemptions would be 
provided for industries locating else­ 
where in the state, except that they 
would be for only 15 years. 
Additionally, the amendment would 
permit existing industries to exempt 
annually from their tangible personal 
property taxes half of the value of new 
capital equipment installed from one 
tax year to the next. They also could 
exempt the same value from their cor­ 
porate franchise taxes. 
The AFL-CIO’s executive board 
addresses itself in particular to that 
part of the amendment that permits 
existing industry to take a 50 per cent 
deduction for new equipment. It points 
out that the exemption has no time 
limit, and instead would continue “ for­ 
ever,” or at least as long as it 
remaiined a part of the constitution. 
In a statement, the board said the 
proposal might encourage a plant, 
such as a steel mill, to “ throw out” old 
equipment and go to automation that 
could throw “ hundreds out of work ...” 
It said workers would become 
unemployed and cease to be taxpayers 
to city governments and school 
districts. 
Rhodes counters those arguments by 
claiming that the package of tax in­ 
centives would provide new jobs that 
would bolster collections of the in­ 
come, sales, and related taxes that are 
shared by the state with its local 
governments. 
The governor’s campaign for Issue 2 
and the rest of his package has been 
built around his contention that the 
alternatives are millions more of the 
taxpayers’ dollars for welfare with 
little hope of stemming the rise of 
unemploymeht abd crime.

Cochran, 
Rhodes’ 
ad­ 
ministrative assistant, said in con­ 
versations with the governor the latter 
declined to say that any one of his four 
amendments was less important than 
the other. 
But he said Rhodes on repeated 
occasions has said that he feels 
making a significant inroad into the 
problems of welfare was the one major 
item no one has been able to accom­ 
plish during his (Rhodes’) long public 
career. “ He feels the way to do it, as he 
has said many times, is to create 
jobs,” Cochran said.

With more than a million pools in the 
nation’s backyards, with annual 
deaths in the hundreds and annual 
injuries in the thousands, questions of 
legal liability have gained fresh im­ 
portance. 


By and large, the pool owner is not 
liable for a mishap which he could not 
reasonably 
have 
foreseen 
or 
prevented. 
Many communities, however, have 
increased an owner’s responsibility by 
special 
ordinance—notably, 
by 
requiring pools to be fenced. Fur­ 
thermore, he may become liable on 
grounds of simple carelessness. 
Another case involved the drowning 
of a neighbor’s child in an untended 
pool. Although the pool was properly 
fenced, the owner had left the gate 
open and a gurgling hose running into 
the water. 
In these circumstances, a court said 
the owner could be blamed for having 
set the stage for tragedy. 
One neighbor, irked by the lights and 
noise from a new pool next door, called 
it a “ nuisance” and sued for an 
abatement order. But the court, after 
hearing from other neighbors and 
finding them unruffled, decided that 
the lights and noise were within lawful 
limits. 
“ Not every inconvenience,” said the 
judge, “ will call forth the restraining 
power of a court.”

Hearty Beet Soup, egg salad, bread 
tray, fruit, beverage. 
H EARTY B EE T SOUP

1-pound (about) lean, narrow beef 
short ribs (4 pieces) 
1-pound can diced beets 
2 cups shredded cabbage, packed 
down 
Medium onion, cut in thin strips 
3 beef bouillon cubes 
Bay Leaf 
Lemon juice 
Dark brown sugar 
Salt and pepper to taste 
In a large saucepot bring the short 
ribs and I quart water to a boil; skim 
off scum. Simmer, covered, for I hour. 
Add juice drained from beets (reserve 
beets), cabbage, onion, bouillon cubes, 
3 cups water and bay leaf; continue to 
simmer, covered, for I hour longer. 
Remove ribs, cut meat from bones and 
dice; discard bones and return meat to 
soup with beets. Add enough lemon 
juice and sugar to give real sweet-sour 
flavor — we like 3 to 4 tablespoons of 
each — and at the same time add the 
salt and pepper. Mix well and reheat. 
Makes 6 servings.

In a 1-quart metal mixing bowl or 
saucepan soften the gelatin in 2 
tablespoons cold water.

Antipollution Fight 
Aims At Causes 


CLEVELAND (AP)—One way to 
fight inflation and unemployment is to 
attack the causes—not the symp­ 
toms—of industrial pollution, says the 
government’s chief industry clean-up 
champion. 
American industry should be 
thinking about redesigning production 
processes not just attaching scrubbers 
to the ends of smokestacks, said 
Russell Train, administrator of the 
U.S. 
Environmental 
Protection 
Agency. 
“Our economic health and growth, 
our ability to stabilize prices, our 
system of energy and environmental 
resources, all these things ultimately 
depend upon the ability of industry to 
continue devising more efficient and 
less wasteful ways of operating,” 
Train said Monday. 
The 
administrator 
conceded 
systems approaches to a cleaning up 
industrial wastes may mean high 
capital costs at the beginning, but he 
contended the result will be lower costs 
in the end. 
He told a meeting of pollution 
engineers the lower final cost will be 
important since industry’s cost of 
meeting federal antipollution stan­ 
dards is going to keep going up. 
Train gave examples of some new 
industrial processes EPA is helping 
develop. 
One process enables the electric 
power industry to bum low-sulfur coal 


Select Jury 
In Maying 
O f Lima Girl 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP)— Jury 
selection was expected to be com­ 
pleted today in the trial of a suburban 
Reading, Ohio man accused of the 
Mothers Day slaying of a Lima, Ohio 
girl after posing as a police officer to 
stop her car. 
James Thomas Curtis, 27, a former 
private policeman, pleaded innocent in 
Hamilton County Common Pleas Court 
to charges of aggravated murder, 
aggravated robbery and rape. 
The body of Suzanne Candler, 18, 
was found in a weed-infested motor­ 
cycle track area adjacent to Interstate 
75 May 12,1975, police said. The victim 
had been shot twice, police said. 
Curtis was arrested by Cincinnati 
police after Sharonville, Ohio police 
reported having stopped a man earlier 
driving a car modified to look like a 
Hamilton County Police cruiser. 
The prosecution said it found Miss 
Candler’s wallet and personal effects 
in Curtis’ home. Police confiscated a 
.38-caliber revolver and Curtis’ 
automobile. 
Police said Miss Candler was driving 
home to visit her family on Mothers 
Day when she was stopped on the 
expressway by a police-type cruiser, 
according to witnesses.

without creating a sulfur dioxide 
problem, he said. The process also 
promises lower costs because use of a 
pressurized system makes possible 
use of smaller equipment. 
In the tomato canning industry, the 
EPA and others found a dry peeling 
process that cut use of water 90 per 
cent, Train said. It also cut pollutants 
in the peeling process’s waste water. 
Development of a way to blanch 
foods with steam instead of hot water 
cut pollution, left more product to be 
canned, retained vitamins 
and 
minerals lost in the water process and 
required less energy, he said. 
Use of a chemical rinse instead of a 
water rinse in the electroplating in­ 
dustry permitted industry to reclaim 
lost copper. Not only did the process 
return a profit, it spared the life of fish 
in nearby streams, Train said. 


In response to a dismal slump in the 
home construction industry a number 
of bills have been introduced to grant 
tax credits or exemptions for home 
improvements. 
Thus, homeowners 
could simultaneously write off part of 
the improvement cost and help create 
jobs in the construction industry. 
Substitute House Bill 354 and House 
Bill 374 were both assigned to the 
House Ways and Means Committee 
because of the effect these tax breaks 
would have on state revenues. Only 
House Bill 354 has been reported out of 
committee. 
This bill would grant over a five-year 
period an annual income tax credit of 
20 per cent of the value of the first 
year’s increase in property taxes 
resulting from improvements to 
residential property, excluding hotels 
and motels. 
The bill would permit only one 
taxpayer to claim a credit for an 
improvement or addition but would not 
limit the number of improvements or 
additions that could be made. If 
enacted, Sub. House Bill 354 would 
apply to improvements or additions 
made after January 1, 1976. with initial 
credits taken against income earned in 
tax year 1976. 
House Bill 374 would permit for four 
consecutive years following a home 
improvement or addition an annual 
state income tax exemption of 5 per 
cent of the total cost of the im­ 
provement, including interest and 
finance charges. 
“Home” means a house or unit in 
multi-unit dwelling or condominium 
owned and occupied as a residence by 
the taxpayer. 
The exemption could 
first be taken for taxable year 1975 on 
improvements 
completed 
after 
January I, 1975. 
Also reported out of the Senate Ways 
and Means Committee are Senate Bill 
102 and Amended Senate Bill 284. 
Seante Bill 102 would exempt home 
improvements from real property 
taxes for up to five years depending on 
the value of the improvement. It does 
not specify whether the exemption is 
equal to the total value of the im­ 
provement or 35 per cent of its market 
value (the real property tax rate). 
Amended Senate Bill 284 would allow 
a state income tax credit equal to 5 per 
cent of the total cost (including in­ 
terest and finance charges) of a home 
improvement completed during the 
taxable year, not to exceed $65. The 
credit may be taken by the residence 
owner or renter. 
The bill permits the credit to be 
taken once every four years except 
that for a home with a taxable value of 
$7,500 or less (about $21,500 or less 
market value) the credit may be taken 
every two years. The credit may not be 
taken if the home improvement is 
made with funds that represent a 
monetary settlement of any claim.

The bill prohibits failure to meet a 
contract or altering plans without the 
owner’s consent; misrepresentation to 
procure a home improvement con­ 
tract;

Substitute House Bill 308 is one more 
addition to the growing list of con­ 
sumer protection bills sponsored in the 
111th General Assembly.

Businesses w hich provided m ouse rids of jobs for 
Ohioans rn the past have been driven aw ay from 
Ohio by high business taxes.

Technical O r H u m an Failure 
i Blam ed In Crash; 26 Dead 


MEXICO CITY (AP) — Mayor 
J Octavio Senties blames “technical and 
; perhaps human failure” for the rush- 
; hour collision of two subway trains 
I that took the lives of 26 persons and 
injured 55. 
A spokesman for the mayor said 
there was no suspicion of sabotage. 
Key factors appeared to be that the 
train in front was slightly behind 
schedule because its emergency cord 
had been pulled twice, and an elec­ 
tronic emergency braking system on 
the second train “somehow didn’t 
work,” Red Cross authorities said. 
An investigation commission went to 
work immediately. 
The collision Monday morning was 
the first major accident on Mexico 
City’s 6-year-old subway, built with 
French assistance at a cost of $640 mil­ 
lion and modeled on the Paris Metro. 
The accident occurred above ground 
at the Viaducto station, some 20 blocks 
south of the city’s main plaza. 
Train No. 8 was stopped at the 
station, putting off and and taking on 
passengers, when Train No. IO crashed 
into its rear. The trains were packed 
with commuters on their way to work, 
women on their way to market, 
university students in blue jeans and 
schoolchildren. 
“The impact was so tremendous that 
the second train ploughed halfway

through the rear car of the waiting 
train,” said Red Cross worker Arturo 
Luna.

CLEVELAND (AP)—U.S. District 
Court Judge William Thomas has 
dismissed an American Civil Liberties 
Union suit challenging a rule barring 
state judges from hiring relatives in 
their courts. 
The suit had been brought on behalf 
of Patrick McHugh of Rocky River. 
McHugh was bailiff for his brother-in- 
law, Cuyahoga County Common Pleas 
Court Judge Patrick Gallagher for two 
years until 1974, when he took a leave 
of absence because of the nepotism 
ban. 
The ACLU contended that the ban 
adopted by the Ohio Supreme Court in 
its canons of judicial conduct denied 
McHugh his right to equal protection 
and due process under the 
14th 
Amendment of the U.S. Constitution. 
Thomas said in his ruling Monday 
the ban is just because when judges 
appoint relatives it is “probable that 
the primary factor” is the relation­ 
ship, not the merit of the appointee. 
The judge noted also that a bailiff 
serves at the pleasure of the court and 
acquires no contractual rights or in­ 
terests which are protected by the 
constitution.

because

treacherous field, gave the green light 
for tonight with the optimistic 


assurance that “the field will be much 
better.” 
The weather was expected to be 
much better than it has been in recent 
days, too. Fenway Park, under siege 
by a longwinded storm since last 
Friday night, recuperated under the 
tender care of a “lawn doctor,” 
groundskeeper Joe Mooney, and was 
expected to be healthy again. 
Sunshine and temperatures in the 
60s, the National Weather Service 
prediction, won’t hurt Fenway, either. 


“I’m edgy to play,” said Boston 
right fielder Dwight Evans, reflecting 
the common feeling of ballplayers and 
just about everyone else. 
They almost played Monday night— 
and would have except that Kuhn 
wasn’t entirely happy with the con­ 
ditions. He spent a long time on 
Fenway’s outfield turf in conference 
with associates, including Cincinnati 
Manager Sparky 
Anderson 
and 
Darrell Johnson of Boston. 
“The field is not suitable for a World 
Series game of such importance,” 
Kuhn finally said. 
Particularly bad was the right field 
section of Fenway Park, as Evans 
testified. 
“It was awfully wet,” the player 
pointed out. “Pop flies might fall in 
because fielders can’t get to them. You 
might need a spoon to get the baseball 
out of the ground.” 
The white tarpulin on the infield was 
sprinkled liberally with puddles, 
souvenirs of the long “nor’easter” that 


belted Boston. Although Fenway 
Park’s drainage is reputed to be 
among the best in baseball, the outfield 
was a carpet of water. Mooney’s 
ground crew drove an aerator over the 
watery outfield grass in an attempt to 
dry it out.

Leypoldt, who also had booted 21 of 
22 extra points before his miss, 
described his 19-yarder as “just an 
extra point.”

Bozman following on-site inspection of 
the construction by zoning inspector 
Roger Roof. 
Village councilmen also discussed 
possible violations of the zoning or­ 
dinance by residents, and noted that 
Roof would be contacting offenders. 
In other business, councilman Albert

South Bloomfield at a public hearing 
called to discuss a civil defense plan 
for Pickaway County. 
The meeting will be held Oct. 29 in 
the offices of the Pickaway County 
Commissioners. 
Councilmen also discussed a letter 
from the Ohio Department of Liquor 
Control concerning an application for 
longer hours of operation by a local 
business. 
The extension apparently was for an 
increase to 2:30 a.m. over the present I 
a.m. closing time. 
Council members apparently can 
request a public hearing on this 
matter. 
A special burning permit was issued 
to a resident who councilmen felt 
showed just cause for the request. 
South Bloomfield, which currently has 
no burning ordinance, is governed by 
state and Environmental Protection 
Agency standards. 
Councilmen also learned that leaves 
will again be collected from village 
streets by Street Commissioner 
Everett Costlow on Saturday, and 
village workers will be marking 
pavement on streets, including Route 


23, also on Saturday.
